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Campus discusses ‘uniting under one name’ 


On-campus publications may be rebranded as 
Long Beach State University.

Cal State Long Beach was original- 
ly named Los Angeles-Orange County 
State College upon its founding in 
1949. Thirteen years and three names 
later, the school became California 


State University, Long Beach, a name 
that has been steadfast for the past 42 
years — until now. 

Terri Carbaugh, associate vice presi- 
dent of legislative and external rela- 
tions, said the campus needs to “unify 
under one name” for marketing pur- 
poses and to brand the institution. 

Currently, campus community mem- 


bers and media outlets refer to the 
university by several names, including 
CSU Long Beach, Long Beach State, 
The Beach and Cal State Long Beach. 

Carbaugh said the name of the uni- 


versity itself would not actually change” 
as it would only be a name change for 


marketing and publication purposes. 
She said the university is leaning to- 


ward rebranding itself as Long Beach 
State University, but the decision is still 
up in the air. 

The decision to rebrand the univer- 
sity came after the Division of Univer- 
sity Relations and Development hired a 
marketing consulting firm, 160over90,

Leaving behind a legacy 


After 26 years, Interim President Donald Para 
says farewell to Cal State Long Beach.

Interim President Donald Para 
choked back tears as he gave his final 
thanks and a farewell to the Cal State 
Long Beach community Wednesday. 

“T know that my heart is full of love 
and full of pride,” he said. 

Roughly 100 faculty, family and 
friends attended the farewell cer- 
emony that featured a musical perfor- 
mance from four CSULB students on 
two pianos in the Carpenter Perform- 
ing Arts Center. 

Interim Provost and Senior Vice 


President for Academic Affairs David 
Dowell, who hosted the farewell event, 
opened with a video telling Para’s sto- 
ry from the beginning. The audience 
laughed throughout the video, which 
included a range of pictures from Pa- 
ra’s childhood to the present. 

Cal State University Chancellor 
Timothy P. White, who spoke at the 
event, said that Para’s successful ten- 
ure as CSULB’s interim president has 
made his life easier. 

“If you had screwed things up, I 
would have been in trouble,’ White 
said to Para during his speech. 

Carolyn Bremer, chair of the music 
department, highlighted Para’s leader- 
ship skills when the Gerald R. Daniel 
Recital hall collapsed in 1990 during 
his second year as chair of the music

department. 

Bremer said that Para had to scram- 
ble for facilities where students and 
faculty could hold classes and music 
practice, from practicing in a mall to 


a library. 
“He took the attitude that “You 
gotta do what you gotta do,” she said.

CSU and 
UC support 
DREAM 
loan 


program 


AB 540 students could 
be eligible for in-state 
school loans.

The Cal State University system is 
considering implementing a loan pro- 
gram that would help bridge the finan- 
cial gap for undocumented students by 
allowing them to apply for campus- 
based loans. 

The California State Senate com- 
mittee on education approved Senate 
Bill 1210, the “Postsecondary Edu- 
cation: California Dream Loan Pro- 
gram,” with a 5-0 vote on April 9, and 
the bill is now being reviewed by the 
Senate Appropriations Committee for 
further discussion on financial issues, 
according to the Los Angeles Times. 

The DREAM Loan Program, for- 
mally known as the State Education 
Access Loan, proposed by SB 1210, 
is a loan program in which funds are 
distributed for eligible students by each 
participating campus. 

“These are students that, through no 
fault of their own, are in the U.S. trying 
to obtain a higher education, trying to 
pursue their goals in higher education,” 
CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp 
said. “It’s not necessarily diverting aid 
from students who already have citi- 
zenship.” 

Both the University of California 
and CSU systems are backing SB 1210. 

“The CSU is behind the bill, but 
we are ‘still anxiously anticipating the 
final details,” said Interim Cal State 
Long Beach President Donald Para. “It 
is currently being floated, and people 
are talking about it; it’s a lot of money 
however we slice it.” 

If passed, the bill would allow As- 
sembly Bill 540 students to apply for 
campus-based loans. Signed in to law 
in 2001, AB 540 allows eligible undoc- 
umented students to pay in-state tuition 
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Carbaugh said. The firm, which has 
helped publicize other universities such 
as Notre Dame and Michigan State Uni- 
versity, suggested that CSULB unify 
under one name, among other things. 

“They recommended having a style 
guide that promotes a similar-looking 
feel in our publications,’ Carbaugh 
said. “[It] would be a singular, dominant 
identity for those who are external to 
our campus.” 

Chair of CSULB’s Academic Senate 
Dan O’Connor said the Division of URD 
has already held focus groups, given pre- 
sentations, interviewed faculty and staff 
and talked with different representatives 
from the campus community. 

The presentation addressed how the 
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Para and his family were present- 
ed with gifts, including a framed 
collage of monumental photos tak- 
en throughout his career at CSULB, 
a Long Beach State golf bag and a 
vase made by sculptor Tony Marsh, 
a faculty member in the art depart- 


- Africana studies professor Uche 
Ugwueze said that Para was “the 
best thing that has happened to Cal 
State Long Beach.” She said that 
because he had taken on so many 
different positions, he has become 
a well-rounded leader who was able 
to make a great impact on students 
and faculty. 

“As the chair of the department 
of music, he raised about $13 mil- 
lion for the university,’ Ugwueze 
said. “We will miss him dearly be- 
cause he is a rock at this campus.” 

When Para took the stage, he said 
he was grateful for everyone that 
helped shape him into the person 
that he is today, which included his 
first music teacher and Bob Think, 
the man who gave him his first job

During his 26 years at 
CSULB, Para held several po- 
sitions, including chair of the 
music department, dean of the 
College of the Arts, provost 
and vice president for the di- 
vision of academic affairs and 
interim president. 

Para said that he and Jane 
Close Conoley, who will take 
over as CSULB president after 
ment. Para’s tenure ends, have been in 
close communication since she 
was selected for the position. 

“She puts students at the 
center of her priorities,’ Para 
said. “I’ve been telling her 
about why this is a very special 
place and | think she under- 
stands that.” 

He said that he plans to stay 
involved with the campus com- 
munity even after his retirement. 

“We’ve got to see how this 
keeps unfolding, and I’m sure it’s 
going to be great,’ Para said. 

He said that although every- 
one praised him for his leader- 
ship, he believes he could not 
have succeeded without his staff. 

“We are part of something 
bigger than ourselves,” Para 
as a 23-year-old. said. 
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Division of URD plans to kick off its 
campaign in the fall to raise money 
for the university. O'Connor, who saw 
the presentation three times, explained 
why the university is considering re- 
branding itself. 

“One finds [identity confusion] when 
going to the bookstore and seeing [mer- 
chandise with] Cal State Long Beach 
mom and Long Beach State dad,” he 
said. “They’re talking about changing 
the website to give everything a more 
streamlined look.” 

Carbaugh said the process requires 
input from several voices on campus. 

“A name for the university is a sig- 
nificant campus asset,” Carbaugh said. 
“I think we would only settle on a 
dominant name after we’ve had a lot of 
conversations with ... students, faculty, 
staff [and] ... input from experts who 
have expertise in helping universities 
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market and brand themselves.” 

CSULB English professor Norbert 
Schiirer said he believes the university 
should market itself as CSULB rather 
than LBSU. 

“In my opinion as a faculty mem- 
ber, [CSULB] sounds more serious and 
more helpful ... with being taken seri- 
ous on a national and international level 
[compared] to Long Beach State, which 
sounds informal, not rigorous [or] seri- 
ous,” Schiirer said. 

Kevin Argueta, a sophomore political 
science major, said he preferred Long 
Beach State for a similar reason. 

“T like the acronym, and it sounds 
more prestigious,” Argueta said. 

Maxine Pate, a junior industrial de- 
sign major, does not agree with Argueta 
and said she likes the succinctness of 
Cal State Long Beach. 

“T feel it’s weird when people say

Long Beach State, [but] California State 
University, Long Beach is too long to 
say,’ Pate said. 

Schiirer said there needs to be more 
disclosure on the issue and proof of how 
it would improve the university’s “iden- 
tity crisis.” He also said he would like 
to see the numbers behind it, including 
how much the marketing firm’s services 
would cost and how much has already 
been spent. 

On the other hand, O’Connor said 
the name change would not affect much 
on campus, considering it is merely for 
branding and marketing purposes. 

“People [can] refer to this campus 
by however they wish to refer to it,” 
O’Connor said. “But for the media and 
marketing relations program, there is an 
interest in having a common name and 
reference, and | think that’s where we see 
a lot [in] Long Beach State University.” 
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at public universities, according 
to the CSULB Office of Govern- 
ment, Legislative and Community 
Relations. 


“The lack of financial aid for AB 
540 students puts a financial burden 
on them that is not the same for oth- 
er students,’ Uhlenkamp said. “Un- 
fortunately, because of the inability 
of these students to obtain federal 
financial loans, they face a dispro- 
portion of financial burden.” 

The bill requires each participat- 
ing campus to contribute discretion- 
ary funds into its respective revolv- 
ing DREAM funds, according to the 
bill’s text. 

Elizabeth Zambrano, Associated 
Students Inc. secretary for cultural 
diversity and an AB 540 student, 
said she is in favor of the loan access 
being proposed. 

“In some states, [undocumented 
students] can’t even access in-state 
tuition, so I’m lucky enough to have 
that in California because of AB 
540,” Zambrano said. “We have a 
mix in that there’s some students 
that don’t believe that we should 
be getting loans because it can get 
us into debt and that we should be 
pushing for federal aid as well as 
more scholarships.” 

Rigoberto Rodriguez, a Chicano 
and Latino studies professor, said

Schiirer said another concern about 
the fundraising campaign is where the 
money generated through the campaign 
would be spent. 

“It’s great if there’s a lot of money 
in the foundation,” Schiirer said. “[But] 
for students, that’s completely pointless 
unless they’re actually spending that 
money on [them] and not on ... building 
a new pyramid or giving the volleyball 
team a bunch of scholarships. That will 
not help the majority of students on this 
campus.” 

Carbaugh said there are many con- 
versations about this issue but that noth- 
ing is solid yet, and the university is still 
in the planning process. 

“The campus has a long history of 
assessing and re-assessing its priorities, 
and at this moment in time, it’s important 
for universities to do a better job of con- 
vincing the public of its value,” she said. 
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he supports any policy that provides 
financial assistance to students who 
desperately need it, but admits there is 
a bigger issue when it comes to funding 
for education. 

“I have mixed feelings about this 
policy, as I do with most Band-Aid poli- 
cies at the intersection of immigration 
and education,” Rodriguez said. “With 
this policy, we are doing the same dis- 
service to undocumented students as we 
are with the rest of our students: sad- 
dling everyone with debt to pay for their 
education.” mae jonas 

Sean Khalifian, a senior history ma- 
jor, said he feels the loan program for 
undocumented students will have great- 
er future benefits than people expect it 
to. 

“I think undocumented students are 
often the ones who are in need of the 
most financial assistance, given their 
unique circumstances, so this bill is 
definitely a step in the right direction,” 
Khalifian said. 

Para said he is proud to see more ad- 
vances towards financial assistance for 
students who lack the necessary funds 
to reach their educational goals. 

“We know that we can transform 
lives, but you have to be able to get into 
school, have access and afford it in or- 
der to graduate because ... the impact 
on students is great, but the impact on 
society is greater,’ Para said. “I hope 
that someday we won’t have to talk 
about AB 540 and that we have an im- 
migration law that makes that conversa- 
tion historic.”

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LAPD arrests 2 students on campus

Two Cal State Long Beach students 
were arrested by the Los Angeles Po-

on April 16 at around 2:23 p.m. for a 
grand theft, University Police Lt. Rich- 
ard Goodwin said. 

The case is not connected with the 
university, and the LAPD’s investiga- 
tion is ongoing, Goodwin said. 


Repeat offender arrested on war- 
rant 

University Police arrested Steven 
Davis at the University Police Depart- 
ment for a warrant connected to an al- 
leged “bus violation,’ Goodwin said. 


Davis, a non-student, was taken into 
custody and brought to Long Beach 
City Jail on misdemeanor and infrac- 
tion charges, Goodwin said. 

Davis.also has past felony charges 
for theft, Goodwin said. 

On Jan. 15, University Police arrest- 
ed Davis as he was allegedly stealing 
a bike near Parkside College, accord- 
ing to a University Police press release. 
Davis was also a suspect in an earlier 
bike theft, and in both cases Davis had 
burglary tools in his possession, ac- 
cording to the press release. 

A felony complaint was also filed 
against Davis on Jan. 17 by the Los 
Angeles District Attorney’s Office for 
felony theft and possession of burglary 
tools, according to the press release. 


Two bicycles stolen near dorms 

A student’s mountain bike last seen 
secured to the bike racks in front of 
Parkside College on April 17 was re- 


ported stolen, Goodwin said. 

The bike, a green and white Gen- 
esis, has an estimated value of $169, 
Goodwin said. There are currently no 
suspects, he said. 

Another bike was stolen April 18 from 
the bicycle racks in front of Hillside Col- 
lege, between the Los Cerritos and Los 
Alamitos residence halls, Goodwin said. 

The value of the bike, a white Sch- 
winn road bike with skinny tires, is 
unknown, Goodwin said. There are 
no suspects in this theft either, he said.

lhe Cal Sate Long Beach Assembly Bill 540 task force is 
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working with CSULB administration to take the neces- 
sary steps in order to turn the Dream Resource Center 
into a reality, but it’s taking a bit of time. 

Some students pushing for the DRC blame ad- 
ministration for dragging their feet in making the center a priority. 
We feel that the presence of a DRC on campus would offer several 
resources for undocumented students. 

AB 540 task force student representative and Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. Senator-at-Large Erika Suarez said that administration 
needs to stand by AB 540 students to help them succeed. 

We agree with Suarez that there is an urgency to get the DRC 
moving in order to ensure the success of undocumented students 
in the university. It’s important to take notice of the diverse 
makeup of our student body — every individual counts in creat- 


ing a fair and balanced university where all student needs are met. 


AB 540, signed into law in 2001, was created to provide un- 
documented students the opportunity to pay in-state tuition at 
a California college, provided they meet the following criteria 
which includes having attended a California high school for 
at least 3 years, and be enrolled at a college. Aren’t these the 
same qualities that all students share within the public school 
system?

It’s hard to pinpoint potential pitfalls of creating a DRC at 
CSULB. We don’t see why the resource center would be a bad thing 
if it would do so many things for AB 540 students, such as provid- 
ing information on scholarship opportunities and tutoring services 
while creating a sense of community. 

For a lot of students in the Cal State University system, access 
to resources are so plentiful that we may take them for granted. For 
AB 540 students, though, this is not the case. 

We find it unfair that not all students are given the same 
opportunities because of their citizenship status. CSULB 
provides a higher education at an affordable price, but it’s easy 
to forget that even an “affordable education” may still be too 
expensive for some. 

Just because students are undocumented, it doesn’t stop them 


from being active members in the student body, maybe even more 
so than the rest of us. 4 

For example, there are AB 540 students who are heavily in- 
volved in organizations within the university, such as Associated 
Students Inc. So, why not give them a place to be surrounded by 
support and also give AB 540 students the same resources that the 
rest of us have on campus right now? i 

There are already several organziations on campus for specific 
groups, including minority students. These groups even have 
resource centers of their own. Having DRC on campus is the next 
logical step. 
__ Although Cal State Northridge plans to implement a DRC soon, there 
still isn’t one on any of the 23 campuses. The Beach should lead the 
wave.

Unfortunately, the 
CHHS has elected to remove the wilderness 
studies classes, which profoundly impact 
the health and wellness of our CSULB 
students.

As a sixth semester nursing student, I can 
attest that our rates of obesity, depression and 
anxiety are increasing in our youth because 
they’re missing something essential to their 
health and development — a connection to the 
natural world. 

From a health care standpoint, spending 
time outside backpacking or mountain- 
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eering raises levels of Vitamin D, which 
protects against heart disease and diabetes; 
according to the Center for Disease Con- 
trol’s National Center for Chronic Disease 
Prevention and Health Promotion. From the 
demands of the CSULB nursing program, 
having a chance to partake in the wilder- 
ness studies classes has provided me with 
the appropriate outlets to channel my stress 
and grow my passions. 

In addition, literature shows exposure to 
environment-based education significantly 
increases student performance of their critical 
thinking skills as well as a decrease in stress. 
After kayaking every Friday, not only is my 
spirit renewed but I also have more energy 
and enthusiasm to educate my patients on the 
environmental and community benefits of the 
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outdoors.

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A DIVIDED SOUTH KOREA MOURNS IN SHAME

esterday morning my dad said, “I’m 
embarrassed to be a Korean,” and as 
hard as it is to admit, I’m starting to 
feel the same way. 5 

It’s been a week since the South Korean fer- 
ry, “Sewol,” sank with 302 passengers still on 
board. There were more than 300 high school 
students from Ansan on a field trip among the 
476 people on the vessel. 

The South Korean news media is circulat- 
ing the story 24 hours a day with updates on 
recovering bodies and public statements from 
the government, mostly shaming the captain 
and crew during the time of the disaster. 

In light of the mounting miscalculations that 
led to the nation’s largest maritime disaster in 
decades, South Korean President Park Geun- 
hye scolded the ferry crew saying, “Behavior of 
the captain and some crew members is beyond 
understanding and no better than homicide,” ac- 
cording to an article from Los Angeles Times. 

Geun-hye is being criticized for her actions 
during the tragedy as well by the South Korean 
crisis management, which is saying that the crew 
members on board the ferry were not well trained. - 
or equipped to handle this kind of scenario. 

The nation is shaken by this tragedy, and 
Korean Americans are feeling the rumble as well. 
During this incredibly difficult time, many Ko- 
rean Americans are lashing out against the South 
Korean Ministry of Security and Public Adminis- 
tration and the elders who misled the passengers 
on board. 

With the release of distress calls from the 
students on board hitting the news everyday, it’s 
becoming increasingly difficult to sympathize 
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with the South Korean government. 

Several media publications have reported that, 
through direct orders from the crew members, the 
high school students watched the water rise above 
their necks, and sat obediently without objection. 

During a time when Koreans should be sup- 
porting each other more than ever, many South 
Koreans are ashamed and left with a bitter taste in 
their mouths because of how poorly the govern- 
ment handled, and continues to handle, the crisis

at hand. 

Although South Korea pulled itself out of 
abject poverty to become the world’s 15th-largest 
economy, according to LA Times, the South Ko- 
rean cultural system is still set in the past. 

As a Korean American, I carry on the tradi- 
tional cultural values I was raised to conform 
to; respecting my elders is possibly the most 
significant of those. 

Raised in a culture where children are taught 


to respect their elders and place full trust in their 
guidance, the students had nowhere else to turn in 
the time of crisis. 

“T can’t understand how they could stay in their 
seats as the water was rising,” said Song In-ji, a 
15-year-old freshman at the Danwon school, to 
the LA Times. “We can’t trust anyone anymore.” 

Although the ferry crew and captain are in 
the process of being charged with manslaughter 
resulting from negligence, the nation will never 
be the same. 

For the parents who were directly impacted by 
this tragedy, justice will never be served. How 
could you forgive a country that allowed your 
children to sink to their grave? 

The blame isn’t solely on the crew on board, 
though. It’s the backward customs existing in 
South Korean culture that should shoulder the 
burden of blame. 

Although respecting your elders is a value that 
shouldn’t be dismissed, it comes to a point where 
misplaced trust can be extremely damaging to a 
society. The students on board were misguided, 
which ultimately led to this devastation. The crew 
on board was advised through their superiors, the 
South Korean government. 

The hierarchy of “respect” in South Korea 
needs to be questioned and the nation should re- 
evaluate its cultural system overall. 

As of now, I mourn for my people, but shun 
the South Korean nation for their lack of social 
responsibility. 

As an anonymous Ansan Red Cross ‘uniform 
member said to LA Times, “The parents believe 
that the government buried our young children 
alive at sea.”

Dur- 
ing a practice performance of a medley of four very 
different songs, I was advised by drummer Nick 
Medina to further protect my hearing with a pair of 
noise-canceling headphones. Afterwards, guitarist 
and singer Eric Herschler said that they had played 
more gently than usual, for my sake. 

FairLady, spends one day a week in this garage 
crammed between boxes, rugs and other storage 
items. The quality of the recordings on Spotify 
also confirms that they had recorded their most 
recent album in this same garage. However, Fair- 
Lady said their natural habitat is on stage. 

In the past 2 years, FairLady has cranked out 
two albums, an EP and has gone on tour. Their 
first album, “Keep it Clean,” uses a lot of shout- 
ing and spoken word, and is more consistent as far 
as themed garage rock infused with the occasional 
melodic crooning. 

Their second album released later in 2013, 
“With Love From Machine,” is much softer with 
more instrumentation, an evolution that led into 
their most recent EP, “Locals Only,” a concise 
concept album that tells the story of the misadven- 
tures of a cowboy named Cunnilingus Jack who 
falls in love with a prostitute, followed by a series 
of events that gradually results in his death. 

While playing a surprisingly good cover of the 
Beatles’ “I Want You,” Fuentes grabbed a retired 
violin bow and proceeded to use it on his guitar, 
producing the wobbly sounds heard in the instru- 
mental parts of the famous song. For the song 
before, Herschler

influences come 
from their range 
of interests. The 
drumming — syn- 
copation _ reflects 
Medina’s interest 
in jazz. Herschler’s 
favorite band is the 
Beatles, | whereas 
Fuentes is a Mod- 
est Mouse fan, 
which explains the 
often not-so-harmonic vocals and heavy instru- 
mentation. 

While the vocals are sometimes all over the 
place, the instrumentation is right on, and the show 
is even better. For FairLady, the antics are what it’s 
all about — they wear vintage suits, dresses and 
the occasional nurse costume on stage, alongside a 
mannequin that they regard as a real girl and their 
fourth band member, Victoria Blair. 

“Everything we say is with a wink and a nudge,” 
Herschler said. 

Fuentes’ guitar strap is painted with the Venus 
symbol, and dozens more are painted on their 
white van. While it has nothing to do with the 
mysterious origins of their name, they said that 
they want to be associated with the symbol as cru- 
saders for liberation of man’s inner woman.

Coming off two crushing losses to 
No. 2 UCLA, the Long Beach State 
softball team finds itself in unfamiliar 
territory as it returns to conference to 
play a three game series at Cal State 
Northridge. 

The 49ers (33-13, 10-2 Big West) will 
try to rebound against the Matadors (29- 
19, Big West 6-6) having now dropped 
four out of their last five games. The 
49ers had not lost consecutive games 
through their first 41 games. They’ve 
now lost back-to-back games twice in 
their last five games. 

Head coach Kim Sowder said she 
isn’t too worried about the team’s recent 
stretch, emphasizing the importance 
of maintaining focus on the positive 
things.
